was issued. I received in response a copy of 
a letter which he had addressed to the Collec- 
tor of the Port of New York some time pre- 
viously. I submitted it to an eminent legal 
authority, and he said that it was not an an- 
swer at all—that there was no authority to 
prohibit the importation of rags, and that the 
order was arbitrary and without precedent. 
Wherefore I want to read the following memo- 
rial ; 

Whereas, The order of the Treasury Department, 


dated August 30, 1884, prohibiting the landing of rags 
from all foreign ports, between the 1st of September 
and the rst of December, 1884, has been and is produc- 
tive of great injury to the paper manufacturing and 
publishing interests of the United States, and, in the 
oplnion of your memorialists, is entirely uncalled for in 
the interests of the public health, and, as we are advised, 
is not warranted by any existing law.

I 
think the public mind should be disabused of 
this opinion. No of cholera has ever 
been known to originate from the handling of 
foreign rags. In Vienna, the most eminent 
physicians stated that they could find no re- 
cord of any case of cholera having been con- 
veyed in rags. Dr. Koch, an eminent author- 
ity, made the samestatement. An application 
was made to the English Government in July 
last asking that the importation of rags should 
be prohibited in England on account of the 
alleged danger from cholera. Sir Charles 
Dilke refused to entertain the proposition. I 
think it well that the public should know this. 

WELLINGTON SMITH—I wish to bear cor- 
roborative testimony to what has been stated 
so ably by Augustine Smith. The firm with 
which I am associated has been in the paper- 
making business fifty years, and in all our 
business in handling rags there never has been 
a case of cholera transmitted from paper-stock 
or anything of that nature, and I think that 
the action of the Government has been entirely 
upon theory and without any practical appli- 
cation whatever. It is very arbitrary and in- 
terfering with business interests without any 
data whatever upon which to base its course, 
and I am very glad that steps are to be taken 
to have a representation of the trade go before 
the President and get some definite idea of 
what we may expect in the future,

Extract from letter from Cairo : 


Cairo, September a9, 1884 

We cannot help thinking but that we have fallen vic- 
tims to some spite of the Secretary of State against the 
Minister of Finance, owing to the latter having failed 
to ask for funds forthe Consulate-General in Egypt. 
You are no doubt aware that in April last your govern- 
ment decided to readmit Egyptian rags, provided they 
be disinfected in accordance with the rules laid down, 
and to that effect an inspector was appointed. In July, 
when Mr. Pommeroy, the United States Consul-Gen- 
eral, had to leave in consequence of the action of the 
Minister of Finance, shipments were again prohibited 
and the functions of the inspector suppressed, the rea- 
son given being that the office of the Consul-General 
having ceased to exist there was nobody to supervise 
disinfection and to authenticate the 
tificates.

This reason, however, was soon done away with, for 
Mr. Comanos, the Cairo Vice-Consul, who, we are in- 
formed, offered to officiate without salary, was intrust- 
ed with the of the Consul-General, but, 
nevertheless, the order which prohibited shipments was

We need not say that we consider Egyptian rags, dis- 
infected or not, perfectly innocuous. The fact, that 
among so many people who, since last year’s epidemic, 
are daily handling rags, not a trace of any epidemic 
disease was ever observed, certainly corroborates Dr

Britain to ask if any disease has broken out in 
their mills, which can be traced torags. Asa 
rule no disease has ever been traced to them. 
In a few cases small-pox has been traced, but 
it prevailed in the immediate vicinity of the 
mills. I think that these gentlemen should 
give us some evidence that rags carry infec- 
tion. 

THE PRESIDENT—I would like to call the at-

The week opens with very little move- 
ment in the paper trade, either on the part of 
manufacturers or paper-stock dealers. This 
inactivity is mostly due to the fact that the pa- 
per makers are to meet to-night in New York 
city to discuss the situation, and, pending 
their action, business is in an uncertain state. 

It is generally admitted among paper 
dealers here that the manufacturers have 
things in their own hands, and the result of 
to-night’s meeting is most anxiously awaited. 
Importers of paper-stock are also among the 
anxious ones who are quietly awaiting to- 
night’s developments. 

The probable action of the Government in 
relation to a longer prohibition on rags than 
December 1 is another cause which gives rise 
to much uncertainty in the trade. This, how- 
ever, is a matter which the trade must con- 
tinue to view with doubt for some weeks yet, 
While the morning’s despatches will set at rest 
all fears and hopes concerning the action of 
the paper makers. 

White domestics are quoted to-day at 6c. 
The demands are very light for all grades of 
stock, though the market is firm, without any 
speculative feeling. 

Imports for the week ending to date com- 
prise 1,487 bales paper-stock, 1,774 bales 
waste paper, 43 bales cotton waste, 24 bales 
old bagging and 38 coils old rope. 

The week’s imports of chemicals foot up 786 
casks bleaching powders, 774 casks soda ash, 
300 drums caustic soda and 280 barrels soda 
crystals ; 12 casks clay, 312 barrels rosin and 
146 bags hide cuttings are also reported. 

The chemical market is without any marked 
change. Bleaching powders are sold well up to 
receipts, very little is offering and prices are 
firm. Lots to arrive are reported at 1%c. to 
2c. for spot lots 2c. to 2%c. It is stated by 
importers that very little bleach can be bought 
in Liverpool for October shipments. Soda 
ash is in fair demand, prices quite strong. 
Forty-eight per cent. caustic is held at 1.45c¢. 
per pound to arrive, and at 1%c. to 1.55c., ex 
store. Sal soda is well sold up; very little in 
store, 1%c. is the quotation to arrive and 1.20¢c. 
for spot lots. English clay is unchanged. 
Southern clay is in good demand, car-load lots 
being quoted at $13; smaller lots at $13.50: 
from store $14 is asked. Dealers teport 
some difficulty is being experienced in recéiv- 
ing supplies, owing to the want of freight room 
from Southern ports. Rosins are quiet, but 
firm ; F Rosin is quoted at 1.70c. to 1.75¢.; G 
rosin at 1.80c. to 1.85c. 

S. G. Train, importer of paper-makers felts, 
informed me that J. C. Brocklebank is no 
longer in his employ. 

H. Wilkie Jones, of J. B. Cumings & Co., 
London, representatives of Train, Smith & 
Co., is visiting the ‘‘ Hub,” being the guest of 
Train, Smith & Co. during his stay in Boston. 
Owing to the prohibition on foreign rags the 
paper-stock business abroad is very quiet, and 
Mr. Jones has taken advantage of the occasion 
to visit America. Colonel Train thinks of 
having him naturalized so as to get another 
vote in. 

Inasmuch as talk will not sell rags now, 
dealers are diseussing the political situation. 
From what I can gather by a personal canvass, 
they all seem imbued with the fact that the 
best man is going to win. A. 1.‘D.

Holyoke Notes. 





Horyoxe, Mass., October 23, 1884. 

The paper makers here are at a loss 
where to draw the line in receiving orders. 
The latter are coming in too plentifully just 
now in many cases, and there is considerable 
hesitancy as to the acceptance or rejection of 
the majority of the orders. One manufacturer 
showed me a number of orders which the 
morning mail had brought him, and he said 
that he was at a loss what to book and what 
to refuse. I find, on talking with manufac- 
turers, that this feeling is quite common 
among them. Prices are firm, and the mills 
are all busy on orders taken to cover imme- 
diate wants. There is no disposition to take 
orders for future delivery, and it would be im- 
possible for a dealer to place an order now for 
fifty tons of paper, to be delivered in January. 
If the manufacturers were inclined to accept 
such orders, enough could be taken in a week 
to keep the mills running until spring. 

It goes without saying that the condition of 
the stock market was never known to be so 
unsatisfactory. No one seems to have any 
definite idea how the present trouble is to end. 
A manufacturer told me yesterday that he had 
received two letters in reference to the aspect 
of the stock market ; one writer thought that 
the present difficulty with foreign rags would 
be settled by the cabinet, while another ex- 
pressed a belief that it would be decided by 
Congress. And thus it goes. One man’s 
opinion is as good as another's where all are 
very much in the dark. There are very few 
rags being offered in this city at present, and 
these are held mainly by small dealers who

many others are not as fortunate. I think 
that on the average the mills have a two 
The opinion seems to pre- 
vail that should the Government extend the 
restriction on foreign rags beyond December 
I, prices will advance from 50 to 75 percent. 
and the price of paper would follow. Not- 
withstanding the present state of affairs there 
is a hopeful feeling among paper makers and 
very few long faces can be found. 

The mills have not been troubled with low 
water for a number of days, recent rains north 
of us having raised the river materially. The 
Water Power Company is still at work on the 
dam, and the leaks have been stopped for the 
present, at least. It was thirty-five years yes- 
terday since the water first passed over the 
dam. The first dam was built in 1848, and 
the day it was completed, November 1g, 
owing to its faulty build, it was swept away. 
The present dam was finished October 22, 
1849. The apron, which was built in 1868 to 
protect the front of the structure, 
$263,000, and has fulfilled the purpose for 
which it intended. That the Water 
Power Company will soon be obliged to 
build a substantial stone dam is apparent to 
practical men. 

The Easthampton Paper Company has filed 
a petition in insolvency, with liabilities amount- 
ing to $36,000. The assets are placed at $27,- 
ooo, the plant being valued at $20,000, and 
there is raw material and uncollected accounts 
amounting to $7,000 more. These are some 
of the creditors: Chicopee National Bank, 
$9,981; Easthampton Bank, $7,473; Bene- 
dict, Pardee & Co., New Haven, $868; Train, 
Smith & Co., Boston, $339; Rice, Barton & 
Fales, Worcester, $1,272; Cranston & Co., 
Brooklyn, $500; Burr Brothers. Philadelphia, 
$1,405 ; J. H. Lyon & Co., New York, $581; 
Southwick Brothers, New York, $704 ; Fitch- 
burg Steam Engine Company, $213; taxes, 
$381. Watson & Chamberlain hold notes 
against Manager Crocker amounting to $12,- 
ooo, and the help are about $500 in arrears. 
The company paid $30,000 tor the plant and 
expended $15,000 more in improvements, mak- 
ing the mill first-class in every respect. It is 
said that the individual members of the com- 
pany have sunk about $10,000 a piece. The 
immediate cause of the failure was the prohi- 
bition of the importation of foreign rags, 
which increased the cost of manufacturing to 
such an extent that the company was obliged 
r suceumb. 

The Newton Paper Company has awarded 
the contract for the rebuilding of its mill to 
George W. Richards, and the work will be 
pushed to completion. The buildings will 
occupy the old site and will be similar to 
those recently burned. The company recently 
sent a check for $100 to the treasurer of the 
local Firemen’s Relief Fund Association. 

Representatives from tne New England In- 
surance Exchange, at Boston, held a meeting 
here this week, and talked pretty plainly in 
regard to the manner in which the city gov- 
ernment has managed fire department matters. 
They finally decided that the authorities must 
purchase a new steam fire engine, place more 
fire-alarm boxes in all localities, increase the 
amount of hose, and buy new strikers for two 
of the engine-houses. In case these condi- 
tions are not complied with, the local insu- 
rance rates are to be increased 50 per cent. at 
once. This will interest paper makers and 
other manufacturers who pay a large propor- 
tion of the taxes. 

Peter Warren, employed in one of the paper 
mills, had four fingers taken off in a paper- 
cutter recently. 

Paul Grimm, who has been learning the 
American method of paper-making at the Al- 
bion Mill, has gone to San Francisco, expect- 
ing to remain a month or more. 

D. H.andA. B. Tower are drawing plans for 
a new mill to be built at Ashland, N. H., 
which will replace a mill that was burned a 
short time ago. Wilder & Co., of Boston, 
are the owners, and the mill will have two

Few changes have been made in the 
paper trade during the past week. The mills are 
still running on full time with two exceptions, 
one of which was reported last week, that of 
C. S, Garrett & Son, and the other that of 
Megargee Brothers, at Newark, Del., which 
was closed down this week. This shutting 
down was done because it did not pay to run 
the mill at the present high prices of paper 
stock and the impossibility of obtaining a cor- 
responding advance in the special kind of 
paper manufactured at this mill. Considerable 
discussion has been going on in our daily pa- 
pers as to the dangers of the cholera. It is 
probable that with the advent of cold weather 
all danger will disappear. 

The first boom in the price of rags has been 
followed by a slight reaction. White rags are 
quoted at 5c. to §c.; blues and thirds, 33c.

to 3%c.; colors, 2c. to 2%c. There is con- 
siderable demand in this market for book 
stock and the price has advanced to 24% and

Martin & W.

Nixon ; Mr. Megargee, of Megargee & Green. 
J. G. Ditman, who has always heretofore 
taken a great interest in paper conventions, 
is unable to attend this year, on account of 
pressing business engagements. He has re- 
cently been elected secretary and treasurer of 
the association of exhibitors for the New Or- 
leans Exposition. So far, the paper trade of 
this city, have not decided to take a part in 
this exposition, but they will undoubtedly do 
sO, as soon as the proper interest has been 
created in it. I learn that the New England 
paper manufacturers will be largely repre- 
sented, and as a matter of business, if not of 
price, Philadelphia manufacturers cannot af- 
ford to ignore this opportunity for showing 
what they are doing. 

John E. Potter & Co. are about obtaining 
an extension. J. S. Ditman is the assignee. 

J. G. Ditman & Co. won a suit yesterday 
for $511, which was brought against them by 
Megargee Brothers, to recover that amount 
for paper sold to them by a party to whom the 
paper was consigned by Megargee Brothers. 
The question in the case was whether the 
purchasing agent of J. G. Ditman & Co. knew 
that the goods belonged to the Megargee 
Brothers. 

The question of rag importation is occupy- 
ing a good deal of attention. Paper men say 
that there is no danger from importing rags, 
and the sanitarians say that there is, and the 
matter is reaching the stage of newspaper dis- 
cussion. Mr. Holbrook, of Megargee Bro- 
thers, favors the continued importation, be- 
cause there is no danger, and because domes- 
tic rag dealers have advanced prices, on ac- 
count of the scarcity ; and he stated that they 
would shut down their mills rather than pay 
present prices, unless a corresponding advance 
in paper could be secured. 

The Jessup & Moore Paper Company, says 
that in no cases has disease been traced to 
rags. It imports three cargoes of linen rags 
annually, besides using large quantities of 
domestic rags. A. G. Elliott said that fine 
papers had advanced I to 2c. per pound, and 
corroborated the other manufacturers in their 
opinions as to the dangers of importing for-

Sizing. 
(Concluded.) 


The question whether the alum or the 
size should be put into the engine first is some- 
times warinly discussed by paper makers. In 
practice it seems to make little difference, 
since good results are obtained either way, al- 
though any difference that there may be isin fa- 
vor of putting the alum in first. Dyers mordant 
the goods they are about to dye before they 
dip them in the dye, and, although it may be 
said that dyeing and sizing are very different 
operations, it is replied that the principle is 
the same, and that the difference is more in 
appearance than reality. The dye must per- 
meate every fibre of the goods, just as the size 
must permeate every fibre of the paper. In 
some cases, as in dyeing yellow, the chromate 
of lead formed in the goods penetrates to the 
inside of the fibres, and it is just as much a 
material substance as resin ; and if it is right 
for the dyer to mordant his goods before dye- 
ing them, it would seem to be right for the 
paper maker to mordant the pulp before he 
sizes it. Most paper makers do put the alum 
in first, and the experience of the writer is 
that, when the size is put in first, the paper is 
not quite so hard and there is more foam on the 
machine. This would seem to confirm the 
theory that a strong solution of alum destroys 
the size by decomposing it, thus liberating the 
resin, and that this liberated resin becomes in- 
active ; that only the resin which combines with 
the alumina forming the resinate of alumina con- 
stitutes the real sizing agent. If, however, any- 
one prefers to put the size in first, it is recom- 
mended that the alum shall be put in dry, be- 
cause in that form it will not be so likely to 


injure the size, as it will then dissolve gradu- 


ally, and reach the size in a less concentrated 
form than if put in in a strong solution.

On this account 
the plaintiffs assert they have been injured 
to the extent named. 


that is, 16 yards weigh 1 pound, or 1,600 
yards to 100 pounds. Thus, it appears that 1 
pound of tallow soap, in connection with chlo- 
rine, makes a web of paper 1,600 yards in 
length and 19% inches wide, harder sized 
than it .can be made with three times the 
quantity of resin without chlorine, besides 
imparting to the paper qualities which no other 
paper possesses. The fact that oil put in 
among the half-stuff while it is being bleached 
arrests or changes the action of the chlorine 
on the fibres, would seem to furnish a clue 
to the principle underlying this method of 
sizing. The chlorine is put in first, followed 
by the vitriol, and the soap is then added. 
After some time the antichlor is put in, then 
color, oil and, last of all, the alum. It will 
thus appear that alum is necessary in this 
method of sizing as in the other, and that, 
contrary to the general usage, it is added after 
all other ingredients are in, and incorporated 
with the pulp.

This view of the sub- 
ject has been taken up and presented to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, personally 
and by written communication by a 
manufacturer, to whom much credit is 
due for the able and forcible manner in 
which he has brought the issue clearly 
under official notice. The communica- 


tion referred to reads as follows : 
New York, September 26, 1884. 
Hon. Walter Q. Gresham, Secretary of the Treasury: 
Dear Sir—By circular of the Treasury Department, 
Hon. Charles E. Coon, Acting Secretary, af the 30th of 
August, 1884, No. 145, “ The unlading of old rags ar- 


| riving at ports in the United States /rom /oreign ports 


on and after the rst proximo, is prohibited for three 
months from that date.” 
It will be observed that the prohibition applies to a// 
oreign ports, and is not limited to ports where contag- 
eous or infectious disease existed. 
The communication of the Treasury Department to 
the Collector of Customs in New York, dated Septem- 


| ber 4, 1884, "* consents to deal with cargoes shipped be- 


fore that date (September 4, 1884), but arriving after- 


| wards, according as the facts may appear in each case,” 
| and provides that “inquiry should be made in each 


case of old rags arriving from non-infected places as to 
where the rags had been gathered. Landing will be 
refused unless it shall appear that the rags were not 
gathered in infected districts." 

“ Acting in accordance with these views, the De- 


** In regard to two 
cargoes of rags from Hull, England, now nearing your 
port, said to have been gathered in Belgium, the in- 
voices of which are accompanied with certificates to 
that effect. These cargoes may be disposed of in your 
discretion on the plan before proposed.”’ 

The principle involved in the above modifications of 
the circular of the 30th of August, is that the prohibi- 
tion should not apply to unlading old rags not shipped 
from, nor gathered in, infected districts. The principle 
is a sound one and involves no “ peril to the public 
health,’ and does no injury to the large pecuniary in- 
terests involved in the trade with the ports not infected. 
The prohibition, however applicable to ports not in- 
fected, seriously injures these large pecuniary interests, 
and has had, and will have, the effect of largely increas 
ing the price of old rags in port to the prejudice of pa- 
per manufacturers. 

It is therefore most respectfully suggested to the 
Department that the circular of the 30th of August be 
so modified as to apply only to old rags imported from, 
or gathered in, infected districts, the character of the 
rags to be evidenced by the certificate of the consul at 
the port of shipment. 

As an illustration of the hardship in my own case I 
refer you to my letters to the Department of the 13th 
and 18th inst., wherein I state, in substance, that while 
in Europe I bought two cargoes of Aussian rags, to be 
shipped from Konigsberg and Pillau—perfectly healthy 
ports—before the issue of the circular or its modjfica- 
tion. The charter party was entered into on the a7th 
of August last, and the vessel will probably arrive here 
before the rst of December next. 

This prohibition has the practical effect of prevent- 
ing shipments of old rags from perfectly healthy ports, 
as freight cannot be obtained where the vessel will be 
subjected to quarantine, and thus holders in the United 
States of foreign rags will reap a harvest in price up to 
the first of next December, unless the prohibition is 
speedily modified, 

Sir C. Dilke, president of the local government 
board, stated in the House of Commons (reported in 
the London 7 ¥mes, July 22 last), as follows: * There | 
was no instance on record of rags having conveyed 
He had issued a general order against the im- 
portation of rags from Marseilles and Toulon, but he 
did not think he should be justified in issuing an order 
which would apply to France generally.

was peremptory in its terms, making no exception of 
non-infected rags, and precipitating upon importers an 
emergency of which no prior notice had been given. 
Under the circumstances, the trade were ill prepared to 
incur the loss and trouble which the order, if rigidly 
enforced, would be sure to involve.”’ 

I am advised and believe, that no lawful authority ex 
isted in the Secretary of the Treasury, nor in the Presi- 
dent of the United States, to prohibit the landing of 
sid rags not imported from or gathered in infected dis- 
tricts 

The quarantine laws of Congress are subsidiary to 
those of the various States. U.S. Rev. Stats., Section 
4,792. Sections 4,793, 4,794 and 4,795 are directed to the 
discharge of the cargo of vessels in quarantine and the 
erection of quarantine warehouses. 

The Act of 1878, 20 Stats. at Large, 37, was repealed, 
so far as it required reports from consols, by act of 
June 2, Stats. at Large, page 5, and the latter 
act expired by its terms June 2, 1883. 

The regulations of the State of New York upon the 
subject of quarantine are to be found in the laws of 
New York of 1863, chapter 358, and the various amend 
ments thereto, set forth in Banks Brothers’ seventh edi- 
tion of the Revised Statutes of New York, volume 2, 
page 1054 et seq.

The periods of quarantine for vessels arriving at 
the portof New York are set forth in the ninth section 
of the act. 

Vessels arriving from infected ports, between the rst 
of April and rst of November, are required to remain in 
quarantine at least thirty days. 

Merchandise is arranged by the twelfth section of the 
act into three classes : 

1. That which must be submitted to quarantine and 
to purification. 

2. That which may be submitted to quarantine at the 
»ption of the proper officials. 

3. That which is exempt from quarantine. 

Paper rags are included in the first classification. 

By none of these laws isthe Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, nor the President of the United States, given any 
authority whatever to formulate regulations not in con- 
formity to the State laws. That portion of the act of 
1878 which was not affected by the repealer of the act 
of 1879 authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury, in 
concurrence with the Surgeon-General of the Marine 
Service, under the approval of the President, to make 
such rules and regulations as may be necessary to aid 
in carrying out the State system of quarantine, but can- 
not be construed to give any further power. 

The clause in the Appropriation Act of 1884, approved 
July 7, 1884, evidently applies only to the use of unex- 
pended balance in aid of State boards of health. No 
power to the Secretary of the Treasury to prohibit the 
unlading of goods from a non-infected district can be 
gathered from this merely financial provision. 

Without reference, however, to the question whether 
the Secretary of the Treasury had or had not lawfui 
power in the premises, it is manifest that the necessities 
of trade and business require the landing of old rags 
not from, or gathered in, infected ports, and that the 
order of the 30th of August should be modified accord- 
ingly, and the same can be so modified without peril to 
the public health.

The thanks of the trade are due to 
Mr. Smith for his action in the premises. 
We have no doubt that his effort in con- 
nection with the decided stand taken by 
the association has compelled intelligent 
consideration of the facts and circum- 
stances surrounding the importation of 
rags and their effects on the paper-mak- 
ing industry. The result is shown in the 
following order issued on Thursday: 

To Customs Officers: 

Department circular No. 145, dated August 30, 1884, 
is modified so as to limit it to infected ports only, and 
all Mediterranean ports are deemed infected ports 
within the meaning of this order; provided, however, 
that no old rags shall be landed at any port of the 
United States except on a certificate of the United 
States consular officer at the point of departure that 
such rags were not gathered or baled at or shipped from 
any infected place or any region contiguous thereto.

Under this modification the importers 
of paper-stock can be assured that their 
rights will be respected and the manufac- 
turers will not be so restricted as to sup- 
plies. There is no desire on the part of the 
importing trade or of the paper manu- 
facturers to be the means of introducing 
disease, and we are sure that they will all 
gladly conform to such prescriptions as 
will tend to lessen or avert danger. In 
this regard they will willingly support the 
order of the Treasury Department. 


BOILING PAPER-STOCK. 

It is not best to pack a rotary boile 
too full of paper-stock. In this form of 
boiler the stock circulates through the 
liquor, and it must therefore have room 
enough to move as the boiler revolves, 
and there must be water enough to keep 
it thoroughly wet. The steam pressure 
should not be kept too high ; the pressure 
is not the effective agent in boiling the 
stock, but merely indicates the tempera- 
ture. 

Given a steam-boiler with the lower 
half full of boiling water, the upper half 
will contain steam; but there will be no 
pressure. Each molecule of steam is a 
unit of heat, and if the water in the boiler 
continues to boil, the units of heat will 
continue to rise from the water, and if 
there is no way for them to escape from 
the boiler they will still rise to the upper 
half and pack themselves closer together, 
thus accumulating both heat and pres- 
The same operation goes on in the 
rotary boiler, but inadifferent form. The 
steam from the generating boiler is ad- 
mitted to the rotary, where the water ab- 
sorbs or condenses it, until the tempera- 
ture reaches the boiling point, when the 
steam—or the units of heat—begins to 
accumulate in the rotary, and will con- 
tinue to doso until it is of the same tem- 


perature as the steam in the generating 
> 


The water is, of course, of the same tem- 
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boiler, which means the same pressure. 
perature as the steam, and it is this high 
temperature which is the real effective 
agent in boiling. 

Were it possible to get the high tem- 
perature without the pressure, the result, 
so far as boiling paper-stock is concerned, 
would be the same. If, from an insuffi- 
cient supply of water, the stock is ex- 
posed to the steam heat, it is charred and 
is black when it comes out of the boiler ; 
but if there is a sufficient quantity of 
water in the boiler to keep the stock sat- 
urated, even though the temperature of 
the water is as high as the temperature | 
of the steam, the lower grades of stock, 
such as colored rags, are not injured by 
it unless the pressure is excessive—say 
fifty pounds to the square inch, which 
indicates a temperature of 300° Fahr. If, 
however, the finest grades of stock, such 
as white rags, are exposed to this high 
degree of heat, they are to some extent 
injured, as shown by the color and the 
difficulty experienced in bleaching them 





hence the importance of gauging the 
steam-pressure and the quantity of water 
employed to boil the different kinds of 
stock, and for the purpose of regulating 
the pressure, a good reliable pressure- 
regulating valve should be employed, 
which can be set so as to give just the 
steam-pressure required. Below isa table 
giving the pressure and the correspond- 
ing temperature of steam which will 
show to what temperature paper-stock is 
exposed when boiled under any given 
pressure. The steam-pressure is quoted 
in pounds per square inch as shown by 
the steam gauge:

The Blow Roll. 


The ‘‘ blow roll” was at one time considered 
It 
was first employed in front of and near to the 
first press-rolls. 


a necessity on the Fourdrinier machine. 


The supposed necessity for it 


| arose from the fact that the air which is con- 


fined between the paper and the felt accumu- 


| lated in front of the press-rolls instead of pass- 


ing through the meshes of the felt, and raised 
a portion of the paper in the form of a large 
blister, or a number of small blisters, and as 
the paper passed through between the press- 
rolls a series of short wrinkles were formed in 
the paper at each end of these blisters. This 
The roll is 
two inches in diameter and runs in suitable 
bearings above the felt and close to it near the 
press-rolls. 


is technically termed ‘‘ blowing.” 


The paper passes over this roll 
on its passage from the wire to the press-rolls, 
thus raising 1t from the felt and leaving an 
opening for the escape of the air. In some cases 
the roll was run on the top of the paper, near 
to where the paper first touches the felt, and 
in this position it was supposed to expel the 
air from between the felt and the paper. These 
methods were not satisfactory; the rolls would 
become dirty and sometimes cause the paper 
to break or wrinkle, and were a constant 
source of trouble to the machine tender. 

The next step was to move the felt-roll 
nearest to the press-roll a little higher, and as 
close to the press-roll as possible. This was 
an improvement, not only in pressing the 
paper, but in the running of the felts, as it 
prevents the edge of the felt from becoming 
loose and being cut as it passes between the 
press-rolls. Still, the blowing would occasion- 
ally take place, and then the felt-roll nearest 
to the wire was raised up as high, or a little 
higher, than the top of the lower couch-roll. 
Although all of these efforts were improve- 
ments, they did not entirely prevent ‘‘ blow- 
ing,” until the tension of the paper was in- 
creased between the wire and the press-rolls. 
If the paper is drawn as tight as it will bear 
without injuring it, and if a moderate pressure 
is kept on the press-roll with a good felt, the 
machine may be run at a high speed without 
trouble on account of ‘* blowing.”

A Paper-Making Primer. 


QO. How are the colors, corn, orange 
and gold made ? 

A. These colors are used mostly in fine pa- 
pers, and are made with yellow and red. Ni- 
trate of lead, in the proportion of 2 pounds to 
1 pound of bichromate of potash, is employed 
for the yellow, and orange mineral is taken to 
give the red. The stock is bleached jute and 
wood pulp in the usual proportions. The 
color for corn is to be 1% pounds of bichro- 
mate of potash, 234 pounds of nitrate of lead 
and 5 pounds of orange mineral. For orange, 
take 2 pounds bichromate of potash, 4 
pounds of nitrate of lead and 8% pounds of 
orange mineral. For gold, take 4 potinds of 
bichromate of potash, 8 pounds of nitrate of 
lead and 24 pounds of orange mineral. These 
quantities are all given for 100 pounds ef pulp. 
Orange mineral is too expensive to be used in 
this class of paper and venetian red may be 
employed, but in smalitr quantities, say, at 
the rate of 1 pound of red in place of 4 pounds 
of orange mineral. The yellow must be made 
first, as for ordinary yellows ; then, after the 
alum is added and dissolved, the red may be 
put in. 

Q. How do you make the brown and drab 
colors? 

A. Chocolate brown is made with catechu, 
of which 5 to 15 pounds for 100 pounds “of 
pulp will make from light to dark browns. 
The catechu is prepared by boiling in water in 
which soda-ash, at the rate of 2 pounds to 
each 10 pounds of catechu, has been dissolved. 
A barrel is filled half full of water and 16 
pounds of soda-ash are added, and the water 
is boiled ; 80 pounds of catechu are then put 
in and the boiling is continued until the cate- 
chu is completely dissolved, when enough 
water is added to make 40 gallons in all ; 
each gallon thus prepared represents 2 pounds 
of catechu. If a dark brown is wanted, 1 
ounce of bichromate of potash for each 4 
pounds of catechu is to be added ; one-fourth 
more alum than usual is to be employed for 
the purpose of neutralizing the soda, or, if 
preferred, a sufficient quantity of vitriol may 
be used for that purpose. The stock for dark 
brown is 30 per cent. of unbleached jute and 
70 per cent. of wood-pulp. For light shades 
the bleached jute will be used. The coloris to 
be put into the engine as soon as it is furnished ; 
for a dark brown, say, 6% gallons of the catechu 
liquor and 3 ounces of bichromate of potash 
for 100 pounds of pulp. The catechu liquor is 
to be strained as it is put into the engine; the 
bichromate may be put in dry or in solution. 
After the color has become incorporated with 
the pulp the alum is to be added at the rate of 
5 pounds to 100 pounds of pulp, or, if pre- 


ferred, a quantity of vitriol sufficient to neutral- 
ize the soda is employed, in which case onl 
the usual quantity of alum will be used. if, 
after this is done, the color is not as dark as 
was expected, the pulp may be tested by tak- 
ing a small quantity and adding to it afew 
drops of dilute vitriol or of alum in solution, 
and if it becomes darker under the test more 
alum or vitriol is to be added, but if it does not 
become darker, then more coloring must be 
put in if a darker color is required. Drabs 
are made with the extract of quercitron, pre- 
pared in the same manner as catechu, but 
omitting the soda and using 3 pounds of cop- 
peras to each pound of quercitron. From % 
to 3 pounds of the quercitron to 100 pounds 
of pulp are to be used, according to the depth 
of color wanted. The quercitron liquor is to 
be strained into the engine and the copperas 
is to be put in dry or in solution, as preferred. 
Drabs of different shades are made by care- 
fully mixing prussian blue, yellow ochre and 
venetian red in the proportion of 1-20 blue, 
10-20 of yellow, and 1 part of red, uite a 
variety of colors are called for which, having 
no descriptive name, are made to sample by 
varying the proportions of the blue, yellow 
and red, *
